jection: 1. the map was not 
sufficently different from 
the previous map now up 
for appeal before the City 
Council; 2. Too many un¬ 
known quantities which 
seemed to be hazardous; 3. 
Extent of grading is too 
dangerous; 4. Overloads the 
area for transportation; 5. 
That it was believed that a 
better plan could be sub¬ 
mitted. 

The appeal was before the 
City Council at their meet¬ 
ing Tuesday, January 26. 
Tire outcome can be found 
elsewhere in this issue. 

Before adjournment the 
Commission set Wt^nesday, 
February 17 at the hour of 
7:,30 as the time for a meet¬ 
ing with the Foothill Area 
As.sociation. Further, Wed¬ 
nesday, February 3 was also 
set as the time for recom¬ 
mendations and study of the 
Hillside Emergency Ordi¬ 
nance wliich expires March 
30, which will be made to 
tile Council for their deci¬ 
sion before expiration.

A dispatch from Bonn, Germany, states that automa¬ 
tion is displacing about 1.5 million West German workers 
per year. Nevertheless, there are six jobs waiting for every 
man who files a job application in the West German Re¬ 
public. Obviously, automation is creating jobs. Furthermore, 
one million foreign workers are now employed in Ger¬ 
many and more are being sought. 

In brief, the reasons for this phenomenon are a 
balanced budget, sound money, no inflation and a wage 
level that enables German businessmen to compete suc¬ 
cessfully for their own markets and markets of the world. 

Another very Important factor is the practice of 
permitting beginners to become apprentices at low wages. 
As these boys acquire skill and experience, their wages 
rise to the standard level, but meanwhile, unemployment 
is not forced upon them because they are unable to give 
value received at standard wage rates. A little realized 
fact in our country is that minimum wages for people with 
insufficient skill to learn them result in unemployment. 
That plus the fact that large numbers of persons in our 
country plan to work only a part of the time and draw 
unemployment relief the remainder, is the cause for the 
high ratio of unemployed in the teenage group. 

The Bonn Republic seems to have solved the problems 
of automation and unemployment among teeenagers by the 
application of sound common sense. Is there any reason 
why our country should not profit by this example?

It’s refreshing to know some items are holding their own 
as far as price is concerned, when most everything is on 
the increase.”

Spawn production begins 
with the selection and pick¬ 
ing at exactly the right 
stage of growth mushrooms 
that have grown from pedi¬ 
greed spawn. The mush¬ 
rooms are then taken to a 
special laboratory where the 
spores are carefully removed 
from the mushroom gill un¬ 
der sterile conditions. Air in 
the laboratory must have 
passed through several fil¬ 
ters to remove every vestige 
of bacteria, fungnts, spores, 
and other impurities. The 
air is further treated with 
ultra-violet rays, and all 
surfaces and equipment in 
the room are sterilized. 

The spores are then placed 
in germination media and 
put into incubators that 
maintain a uniform temper¬ 
ature. When these spores 
germinate, they send out 
thread like strands called 
mycellium. Spawn is pro¬ 
duced by innoculating the 
mycelium into production 
media, which may be spe¬ 
cially prepared wheat grain 
or composted manure. The 
mycellium continues t o 
grow for about a month, un¬ 
til it reaches its flull growth. 
At this stage it is known as 
spawn. It is put into cold 
storage until it is planted in 
the compost. 

Casing the Beds 

When the innoculated 
grain spawn or manure 
spawn is planted In the 
mushroom beds, the spawn 
or mycellium continues to 
grown. But it will not de¬ 
velop into mushrooms un¬ 
less a thin layer of special¬ 
ly prepared soil, called cas¬ 
ing, is placed over the com¬ 
post. After this has been 
done, the mycellinum de- 
velopes into tiny pinhead 
mushrooms, and finally into 
mature mushrooms — ready 
for picking and eating.
